It Was Hold at Ruaaellvilla, 
Kentucky, a Cantuty Ago. 

"The effect of the McGee broth- 
ers' preaching— especially of John 
McGee — at a Presbyterian quar- 
terly meeting on the banks of Red 
River, in Kentucky, was so start- 
ling and seemed so clearly to indi 
cate tbat it waa the result of Divine 
agancy or some mysterious force 
possessed by the preacher, that 
the news of the occurrence spread 
.rapidly in all directions throughout 
that part of the State, and attracted 
unbounded interest," writes Clif- 
fofd Howard in the July Lsdies' 
Hfasa Journal. "If it did not at 
oace awaken a raaponatve religioua 
feeling, it at leaat axdted curiosity, 
and when ii was lesrned that tlie 
McGee brotbara ware to hold a 
loaaling at Ruaaellville, Kentucky, 
a aewly aattled town in Logan 
County, aaat the Muddy River, 
paraoas from all parts of the ad- 
joiaing country, irrespective of 
tbair religious beliefs or church 
allegiance, prepared to attaad. It 
soon became evidaot tbat the four 
walls el a c^uiuly infeiiiig-bouse 
waold Aor idUa to hdld tba targe 
iMUnbers tbat were making ready 
to go to Ruiaallvilfe. The prob 
laai thus praaantad was solvad 
daterminiag to hold the meeting 
ift tha Q»aa air. Thoae comiag 
iMas a dwtaaea wtra prepared to 
camp; it would be no hardship to 
tham to remain out-oLdoora The 
raeent experieaca at Red River 
had proved this. It was not ex- 
pfctad by those wb%|rai« cpming 
that tha lodgiag acbMtdi^tions 
at4hc village of Kussellville would 
be sufhcaal by aay aaaaaa. Why, 
therefota, attaaapt to house the 
people? Prepare a camping- 
ground, and let the meeting be a 
'camp' meeting. This, than, was 
the origin of camp-meeting»; and 
tha first one bald in America was 
on tba baaka of tba Muddy River, 
near Russellville, Kentucky, ia 
the month of August, 1799— one 
hundred yaaia aga Nm that re- 
ligious worship had never before 
baaa bald ia tba open air, but the 
ipa c iai laalui^ of caaspsag out and 
the nature of the services made the 
caaap-maalidg a diatiactiva iaatiut- 
tioa. aad eharaetaritad thia par- 
ticular gathering on Muddy River 
as the first of its kind. "

This fsct wss bad 
enough, and it may Li> thought 
that it was overlooked, but Iht re 
is not a line in the statutes ol any 
of the states of the United States 
giving the Fourth of July, the 
glorious Fourth mind you, any 
mention or preference io the mat- 
ter of honor. The glorious Fourth 
ia a legal holiday all right enough, 
and is pretty generally recognized, 
and it promises to be more gen- 
erally recognized than ever, par- 
ticularly in the South, but it ia not 
a national holiday and has never 
been so declsred by statute. The 
fact is we have no national holiday, 
though there are several legal hol- 
idays during the year, Christmas, 
New Year day, Washington's 
birthday. Labor Day and Thanks- 
giving day, but Congress only 
makes them legal holidays for this 
district. For instance, what we 
call Labor Day in this district, and 
which It is. a legal holiday, is not 
recognized on either side of the 
Potomac from us.
